Although 4000 are to be retired, 
only 1423 had been certified to the 
pension bureau this morning and it 
will only be these that will receive 
a pension check on September 1.

Eimployees who are retired will 
receive amounts varying according to 
their pay and length of service, but 
will average about $660 a year, it 
is estimated. This will mean that 
the government will pay out in pen- 
sions about $2,640,000 a year, while 
it has been estimated. that the 
amount paid into — 
fund by the gove ent employees 
will — more t $14,000,000 a 
year.

NASHVILLE (Tenn.) Aug. 20.— 
Suffrage leaders were preparing to- 
night to clinch their victory by clos- 
ing tomorrow the last parliament- 
ary loophole through which Ten- 
nessee’s approval of the Federal suf- 
frage amendment might be re- 
scinded. 

They were confident, after the ad- 
Journment of its House today with- 
out a vote on reconsideration, of 
their ability to sweep aside the last 
obstacle. to formal certification of 
the action of the Legislatédre to Sec- 
retary Colby at Washington. 

Some parliamentarians, incinding 
Atty.-Gen. Thompech, contended that 
today’s action was final. 

When the House met, Speaker 
Walker was in a position to move 
reconsideration of the amendment. 

Atty\-Gen. Thompson contended 
that Waiker's failure to act today 
settied the question of reconsidera- 
tion and that the resolution now was 
ready for engrossing and certifica- 
tion to Washington.

The suffragists today, by a vote 
of 49 to 47, defeated a motion of 
the opposition to adjourn until Mon- 
day afternoon and then forced ad- 
journment only until tomorrow 
morning at 19 o'clock.

MERICA’S FOREIGN TRADE. 

Nothing better gauges a country's 
prosperity than the volume of commerce 
passing in and out of its leading seaports. 
Through the tpheaval of the great war the 
United States has become the trade clear- 
inghouse of the world and our international 
prestige has gone up accordingly. 

Bet our business men cannot maintain 
this position by merely resting on their 
‘laurels. International trade relations form 
one of the most important and most intri- 
cate of modern scientific s Nor can 
we blink the fact that in the past American 
business men have not put ferth the intense 
and concentrated efforts to secure and hold 
foreign commerce so successfully employed 
by our European competitors. 

Kven in the markets of Sovth America 
we nave allowed Britain and Germany to 
outbid us, not because they had better or 
cheaper goods to offer, but because their 
representatives were more scientifically 
trained in international business methods. 

Here, then, is a subject to which our edu- 
cational institutions could well afford to 
devote more time and attention. For, in so 
far as the United States holds ite own in 
the foreign markets of the world, it will 
retain its present position as the leader 
and molder of civilization. American ideals 
and standards will follow, not precede, 
American trade. If that trade falls off our 
world influence will correspondingly de- 
cline. 

So our whole future depends vitally on 
how we train our business students. They 
should be as well versed in international 
as in domestic trade. They need good text- 
books on the foreign trade of the United 
States and competent practical instructors 
on how such trade is developed and extend. 
ed. In Los Angeles we have one text-book 
at least that thoroughly covers the subject; 
but until pedagogues are better paid it may 
be difficult to obtain first-class instructors 
in this most essential branch of American 
education.

Reduced to its last analysis, Senator Har 
ding wants the League with the Lodge res- 
ervations; Gov. Cox wants the League with 
the obligation of Article X to send our 
troops to fight in foreign ware unmodified. 
Mr. Taft says that the Harding solution is 
the only possible one at thig time; and The 
Times fully agrees with him.

The census figures relating to the rev- 


enues and governmental expenditures of 
the States of the Union have just been 
made public by the bureau. In thirty-one 
of the States the income is more than the 
outgo by a substantial margin, but even 
with the enormous assessments and appro- 
priations of California there is not enough 
money to cover all the items of ex- 


penditure and a deficit is shown. In the 


State of Illinois, where the budget system 
prevails and where all the boards and com- 
missions have been either abolished or con- 
solidated, the revenue exceeds the expendi- 
tures by more than $10,00@000. This splen- 
did showing is not closely approached by 
another State, although Massachusetts in- 
dicates a surplus exceeding $6,200,000. Min- 
nesota, lowa, Connecticut, Missouri and 
New Jersey all show cash balances above 
expenditures exceeding $3,000,000 
each. The total expenses of State govern- 
ment throughout the country exceeded 
$640,000,000 and probably half of that could 
be saved through consolidation and econ- 
omy. Certainly the extravagant showing of 


California could be improved.
